West opened the six of hearts. 


The jack was p l a y e d from 
dummy and, when East cov- 
ered with the queen, he was 


permitted to hold the trick. Th« 
ten of hearts was continued 
and South ducked again, fol- 
lowing with the nine. 


The moment of decision had 


now arrived for the defense. 
West realized that it was futile 
to continue the establishment of 
the heart suit inasmuch as he 
had no quick card of reentry. 
He decided further that East 
would see the necessity for 
switching to another suit; how- 
ever, the latter might be un- 
certain where to attack. 


A spade switch, for example, 


might appear more attractive 
to East, and yet West could 
provide, no assistance in that 
direction. 
In order to relieve 


his partner of all guess, West 
decided to overtake the ten of 
hearts with the king in order 
to lead a diamond—the only 
suit in which he could contrib- 
ute to the defensive cause. 


West switched 4o the jack of 


diamonds and continued the 
suit when his partner gave him 
a come-on. The best S o u t h 
c o u l d do was to r u n eight 
tricks.

The night before Grant got Lincoln's mes- 


•age, he had MaJ. Gen. George Meade xnoY- 
ing the V Corps of Army of Potomac, com- 
manded by Gouverneur Warren, out of the 
Petersburg trenches and toward Globe Tav- 
ern, He was to fall on the Weldon R. R; at 
dawn the 18th, to destroy track as far aa 
possible.

The "flight to the suburbs" has been a 


distressing fact of life for the decaying cities of 
America since the end of World War II. It has 
truly been a vicious cycle. 


As city problems developed, the citizens 


able to help solve Ihoin sought refuge in the 
surrounding countryside. As taxpayers, inflvien- 
tial people and jobs vanished, problems intensi- 
fied, setting off new waves of out-migration. 


While city properties were left unoccupied 


and prey to deterioration, suburban develop- 
ments sprang up like mushrooms after summer 
rains. 
With suburban growth came the out- 


movement of business firms, especially in service 
trades which cater to the consumer directly. 
Long established stores disappeared from down- 
town. 


But the trend is not irreversible. 
When 


incentives and facilities are made available in 
the city, the movement back can be fostered. 
This fact has been eloquently proven by the city 
of New Haven, Conn. 


The other day, for instance, Macy's opened 


a huge new store in downtown New Haven—a 
move counter to the trend elsewhere. 
Macy 


officials look for a business volume of $15 million 
by the end of next year and the -store is con- 
structed to make possible a substantial addition 
when conditions warrant. 


Significantly, the importance of transporta- 


tion is underlined by the fact that the store has 
parking space for 2,600 vehicles.

FBI Gets It Both Ways 


Pity the poor FBI. In the past, it has gotten It 


in the neck for taking to severe a view of the Com- 
munist menace. Its chief, J. Edgar Hoover, has been 
criticized for seeing Reds under the bed. The Reuther 
brothers, Walter and Victor, in their famous memo to 
Bohhy Kennedy 'then the Attorney General), insisted 
that the danger from the Left wasn't in it in comparison 
to the danger from the Right, and called upon the 
Department of Justice to put a stop to Red witch-hunt- 
ing by federal sleuths. 


That, of course, was almost three years before 


Jack Kennedy was killed in Dallas. 
The Warren 


Commission report makes it plain that the assassi- 
nation was the act of Lee Harvey Oswald, a loner 
whose Marxist background was well-known to the 
FRI. The "gel .1. Edgar Hoover" faction is now 
echoing the Warren Commission's criticism of the 
FBI for its "unduly restrictive view of its responsi- 
bilities in preventive inlcllgcnce work." The argu- 
ment is that the Dallas police should have been 
tipped off by the FBI about Oswald's history of 
dalliance in the Soviet Union, his attempt to for- 
swear his American citizenship, and his work for 
the Fair Play for Cuba Committee, in time in have 
him taken into detention before Jack Kennedy made 
the trip to Texas. 


The

Commission 
report 
admits 
that 


criticism of the FBI on this score is "tinged with hind- 
sight." 
As, indeed, it is. Moreover, it comes with 


exceedingly bad grace from a commission headed by 
the Chief Justice of the United States, for the Warren 
Court has been most zealous in its insistence that 
Communists have civil rights that must not be invaded. 
The Court has also been over-solicitous of the rights of 
alleged criminals. 
In the Mallory case, for example, 


the Court insisted that a Negro who had been convicted 
in a lower court of choking and raping a woman should 
be freed simply because he had been held for some 
eleven hours for questioning before arraignment. The 
same man later choked and raped another woman and 
was jailed for it. 


Always, up to the present, the liberals have insisted 


that "raw and unprocessed" material in the FBI files 
should not be used as the basis for proceeding against 
any person. But now we are suddenly offered the 
proposition that, before a President visits a given 
town, every suspected Red or psychotic whose "raw" 
record is known to FBI agents should be forcibly 
detained for a safe period. 


This is idiolic on the face of it. For instance, on 


one of President Johnson's (rips to New York City, 
LBJ's itinerary took him past Ihe dwelling places or 
hangouts of 3,700 persons who might legitimately be 
suspected of subversive, psychotic or crackpot ten- 
dencies. Imagine the uproar from the civil libertarians 


if .3,700 people were put under police surveillance at 
one time. The FBI would be accused of making ils 
"raw" data the basis of wholesale invasion of private 
rights. 


The point is that Lee Harvey Oswnlrl, brfore 


the Kennedy murder, had not brrn known for violent 
tendencies. 
He was merely one of thousands of 


people in America who are known to Ihe FBI for 
hnvinj? had relations wilh Ihe Rrrls of onr sort or 
another. 
If the government couldn't f.vtn 
applv 


the Smith Art to cnntrnl Communist subversion in 
a manner satisfactory to the Supreme Court, how 
could a hi* city police force Justify the detention 
of every suspected Red or psychopath who might 
turn up to watch a Presidential motorcade en past 
• big building? 


The police force that did that would l>c denounced 


from one end of the country to Ihe other. The leftist 
Nation magazine's Fred .1. Cook, perennial critic of 
the FBI, would devote a whole magazine issue to it; 
liberal law school professors would debate it endlessly; 
and even some conservatives might legitimately observe 
that American? are entitled to their freedom until they 
have been duly convicted of breaking a law.

Polls Show Growing Unrest Over Race Issue 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 30—Efforts 


are being made by many Demo- 
cratic leaders to play down the 
"civil rights" issue in the cam- 
paign and to minimize the impor- 
tance of the so-called "backlash" 
vote. It is significant, however, 
that public-opinion polls now are 
beginning lo take cognizance of 
a growing unrest among voters on 
the subject of racial riots and 
crime. 


Thus, Louis Harris, a veteran 


pollster, gives in "The Washing- 
ton Post" the results of his latest 
survey across the nation: 


"Anxiety among white Ameri- 


cans over the race issue is rising 
in inlensily. 
Coupled wilh this 


concern is an increase in worry 
aboul safety on Ihe streets, which 
many people now relate to Negro 
outbreaks in northern cities this 
past summer. 


"Together, these are now twin- 


sleeper issues entirely capable of 
altering the remarkable B3-37 per 
cent standing of President John- 
son in his race against Senator 
Barry Goldwater." 


The citizens were polled in dif- 


ferent sections of the country on 
"the extent to which people feel 
the pace of civil rights progress is 
too fast, their opposition to the 
civil rights bill, and their worry 
aboul violence on the streets." 
Those who expressed concern on 
all three counts were placed in a 
"high backlash" category. 
Mr. 


Harris says: 


"A sure sign of Ihe increased 


inlensity of feelings on racial is- 
sues is the fact that the number 
of people in the high category 
alone has doubled in a month's 
time. Part of this is a reflection 
of the growing number of people 
who think that the pace of civil 
rights is too fast." 


The "high backlash" category 


shows an increase of several per- 
centage points since August. Thus, 
while only 7 per cent were in that 
category last month, there were 
15 per cent in thai same classifica- 
tion this month. 


All this does not mean that other

issues may not become sufficient- 
ly persuasive to wear down some 
of the intensity of feeling on the 
one issue and cause voters to give 
precedence to olher issues. 
But 


the trend in the reaction of the 
voters to racial issues has been 
conspicuous in other polls, loo. A 
survey published in "The New 
York Times" last week showed 
that 49 per cent of the citizens in 
New York City feel that the "civil 
rights" movement 
should "slow 


down." 


Mr. Harris, in his latest poll, 


however, is the first one to say 
that the "backlash" might con- 
ceivably be a "sleeper" issue in 
the current campaign and that it 
could alter the present 63-37 per 


cent rating which his polls give 
President 
Johnson in his race 


against Senator Goldwaler. This 
does nol necessarily mean that 
President Johnson will lose the 
election, but it does imply that 
the election may be a lot closer 
than has been anticipated by the 
public. 


Mr. Harris refers in his article

PUBLIC OPINION 
POLLS — 


Showing of most public opinion 
polls on the presidential contest 
seems to concern everyone these 
days — Democrats, Republicans, 
and even the pollsters themselves. 


In modern political experience, 


the two parH s go into national 
election campaigns thinking that 
each has a firm minimum voter 
base of somewhere in excess of 
40 p' 
cent of the total to be cast. 


The theory generally is that a 
party and its nominee could run 
through 
the 
campaign 
without 


raising a finger and still get that 
minimum percentage of the votes. 


The fact lhat present polls fly 


in the face of this cherished theory 
is what is causing the concern. 
Democrats 
can't 
believe 
that 


Johnson is really running nearly 
two-lo-one ahead 
of Goldwater. 


Republicans 
are 
beginning to 


build Iheir own theories for the 
wide disparity, involving a hope 
that people just aren't telling the 


pollsters what they really plan to 
do election day. 


Pollsters themselves have spent 


more time re-checking on their 
own methods and their own em- 
ployes than ever before. They're 
deeply concerned with the im- 
perfections of their techniques. 
Even should their polls pick the 
election winner, a wide disparity 
between their breakdown of the 
vote and the actual percentage 
split could give their industry an- 
other black eye like the ones suf- 
fered in 1936 and 1048. 


What worries 
the 
poll-takers 


even more is that their calcula- 
tions are accurate now, but may 
switch sharply by election day. 
This very 
thing has happened 


before, particularly when a much- 
larger-than-expected percentage of 
the "undecided" vote swung to the 
least expected candidate. 
This 


last minute swing, pollsters say, 
is • what has accounted fnr past 
discrepancies, in the main. 


son voters who feel the same

change the final outcome." 


Mr. Harris is, of course, ex- 


pressing his interpretation of polls 
taken during the month of Sep- 
tember, and there is no way of 
telling at this dale what the re- 
action may be in November, par- 
ticularly since President Johnson 
is likely to take into account the 
trends of opinion on the "civil 
rights" issue and do his utmost 
to win some of the votes which 
may not now be on his side. 


The growth of crime, of course, 


has been a matter of widespread 
concern, entirely apart from the 
racial demonstralions and riots. 
The poll by Louis Harris also 
takes note of the rise in the fears 
of the public concerning crime. 
A queslion 
was 
asked 
as 
to 


whether, compared to a year ago, 
the citizen feels "more worried, 
less^ worried or not much differ- 
ent" about his or her personal 
safety on the streets. The poll 
taken in August showed 53 per 
cent as "more worried." This 
figure had risen in September to 
61 per cent. 


While the same poll shows that 


most Americans support the "civil 
rights" bill by two to one and that 
President Johnson is not blamed 
for the current situation, political 
history shows lhat, where there 
is discontent, it usually is taken 
out on the national administra- 
tion in the subsequent election. 
This is one reason why the ex- 
lenl of the protest vote is today 
the unknown factor that confronts 
not only pollsters but all those 
w'ho 
aflempt the role of prophet 


with respect to the outcome of 
the current election. And certain- 
ly what appears to be the situa- 
tion in September is not always 
borne out by the state of the 
public mind in the last week of 
October and the first few days of 
November 
in a 
presidential- 


election year.

ZURICH. Switzerland — Some- 


body suggested a picnic. I said 
that the whole trip was a picnic. 
The children fell into silence, so 
we arranged a picnic. It is my 
first trip to Switzerland, and I do 
nol know one road from another, 
nor, for lhat matter, one Alp 
from another. 


We are staying at the Bolder- 


Grand, one of those old world 
hotels with flower boxes of ger- 
aniums and peonies, a place of 
big French windows and goose- 
down beds with pillows the size 
of sports cars. The hotel is up a 
steep hill, buried in a mountain 
forest 
outside of Zurich. 
The 


grand 
staircase is out of an 


Ernst Lubitsch movie. The din- 
ing 
room 
is so spacious 
and 


gracious that it requires three 
waiters to bring one roll. 


The concierge, a big competent 


man, advised me lo rent a car, so 
he called Avis and, in twenty 
minutes, I was Jgniug for an 
automobile called 
a Volvo. 
It 


was new and clean and it had a 
gear shift. It is a long time since 
father used a gear shift and, 
whenever I wanted reverse, the 
car moved ahead in second gear. 


This took the dullness out of the 


• trip, and the car went hounding 
down the cobbled hill into the 
city. Kelly said "Where are we 
going?" and I said: "Ask the 
Volvo." I made the mistake of 
following a street car. and learn- 
ed that this is against the law. 
In this parl of Switzerland, the 
people speak German, so a po- 
liceman asked, in his best Sweit- 
zer, if I was some kind of nut.

bicycles, 
teen-agers

aprons, and the finest food in the 
world. Any Swiss who doesn't die 
of obesity by ace forty is cheat- 
ing. 


We went down through Thalwil 


and Baar and Zug. and around 
the edge of the Zugrr See to 
Cham and on to Lucerne. Around 
every bend of the road was a 
new postcard view. 
Even ihe 


railroad 
stations 
had 
flowers 


hanging in pots. "This is what I 
call a picnic," Karen said. 


"Someday." 1 said. "1 will ;idd 


up the 
total cosl of this little 


jaunt." Wo had 
lunch 
on Ihe 


porch of Kunsllcr's within sight 
of tho sailboats and swans on 
Lake Lucerne. There was a big 
platter of fresh

cheeses, a slack of black bread 
and butter curled into rosebuds, 
a pitcher of creamy hot choco- 
late, and native beer for mother.

There is something 
memorable and sad about it. For 
a day, I was in another century 
and another place. 


I saw husbands and wives who 


stopped their cars to sit under 
trees in the cool of the glades to 
dream a while. There were cow- 
bells and the deep toll of church 
bells. Old men with fierce white 
mustaches smoked deeply curved 
pipes wilh metal covers on them. 
When the children sang on the 
boat, the old ones joined in soft- 
ly, afraid to be heard. 


There was peace. And beauty. 


The sweet songs were thrown at 
the majesty 
of the mountains, 


and the mountains sent them back 
softly, far away. For a time, for 
a moment perhaps, I was part of 
the fairy talcs I had read many 
years a?o. . .
